THE DOUBLE STANDARD. 


Senator Jones anxious fnr Another Opportunity 


to Handle the Subject—Tho Conservative 
Idea on too Subject—The Status of Senator 
Morion anil Qeaoral Butler—The Redemp- 
tion o/Fractional Currency with Silver Pro^ 
c«ding Slowly. 


Senator Jones is watching for an- 


other chance to discuss the double 
standard question before the Sonnte; 
but the Belknap impeachment and 
tho delayed appropriation bills may 
prevent another discussion during 
this session. 


When this question was first raised 


it was claimed that it would be sup- 
ported by the so-called inflationists. 
This term, however, has a very 
doubtful meaning. 
There are men 


who desire to increase and perpetuate 
the volume of currency. These men 
are the only genuine inflationists. 
The results of their theories would 
be to depreciate the gold value of 
greenbacks and to appreciate the 
nominal values oi real estate. Hence 
in the West whore properties are 
heavily mortgaged to Now York and 
New England capital and where real 
estate has already depreciated on ac- 
count of stagnation of business, so 
that property holders are now on the 
verge of bankruptcy, there is to bo 
found the stronghold fcr inflation 
such as the Bill Allen party teach. 
Tbis party is feared by the New York 
and New England men, because infla- 
tion means repayment of their loans 
in depreciated money. 


THE RADICAL HABD MOSEY MEN 


Are equally and justly feared by the 
West, because contraction of tho cur- 
rency, or rapid appreciation to par 
•with gold, means depreciation of 
the nominal values of property and 
the appreciation of debts, so that 
solvent men may be forced into bank- 
ruptcy. 
This condition of eitreme 


interests antagonized has caused the 
Conservative party to spring up to 
preserve justice for both debtor and 
creditor. 
These Conservatives are 


the often called inflationists, bat not 
properly so. 
The inflation doctrine 


is essentially one of repndiatioti, be- 
cans9 it aims to favor the debtor to 
the expense of the creditor. This is 
in accord with Democratic Commun- 
ism, and is almost wholly absorbed 
in that party. 
THE ESSENCE OP CONSERVATIVE IDEA 
Is to protect debtors without doing 
injustice to creditors. If they could 
•without impairing the public credit, 
ruuko the present value of greenbacks 
permanent, they would not object to 
resumption immediately, ast:iblish- 
iug an exchange rate between gold 
and greenbacks. They say that the 
present holder of greenbacks would 
be no loser if he were paid theii pres- 
ent exchange value in gold. If green- 
backs appreciate to par with gold, 
propert3* values and labor will full to 
the present gold vnluea. Only the 
debtors would suffer, and creditors 
would receive twelve or thirteen per 
cent, more than they had loaned out. 
The Conservatives therefore demand 
that resumption shall be so guarded 
that sudden appreciation skull not 
bankrupt the debtor, and th«y claim 
the right to be heard, inasmuch as 
no one is interested to oppose them, 
except creditors. 


Here is where Senator Jones' silver 


dollar scheme comes in to catch Blip- 
port. 
The silver dollar was once 


legal tender for all amounts; but 
before the war it was worth threw 
cents more than the gold dollar for 
exportation, hence it did not circu- 
late. 
Now the same dollar, if re- 


stored to circulation, would He worth 
about the same as green bucks; "he 
•value varying according to the Lon- 
don quotations of nilver bullion. 
"Yesterday tho value would huvu betm 
Lalf a cent less than greuub&ukfi.

years ago; the gold, he says, has 
appreciated. 
He thinks that the

SENATOR MORTON, 


Who lias also been styled an infla- 
tionist, ia not of the General Butler 
school. He was one of the fratnfirs 
of the Resumption Act of 1875, and 
favors the redemption of greenbacks 
on a gold basis; but he is opposed to 
haste which might produce disaster. 
He made a speech objecting to the 
silver dollar of Senator Jones, be- 
cause it was not prepared 'to make it 
equal in market value to the gold 
dollar. 
Yet Morton may be classed 


as a Conservative, and as such has a 
strong hold upon the confidence of 
the Western people, while he no 
longer is attacked from New York 
and New England as an enemy of 
their interests, 
Morton, however, 


expresses a desire that use be given 
to silver as much as possible, pro- 
vided it be done so ns not to demor- 
alize the currency still more.

all is said 
IS THERE NOT SOME SENSE IN THE IDEA 
Often spoken of by Senator Jonea 
and his new ally, General Butler, 
that the American Government should 
govern its finances with regard to 
tlie interests and legal rights of its 
citizens, rather than to the sole in- 
terests of foreign croditois? Is there 
any other nation in the world that 
would waive its own rights for the 
benefit of creditors and explain it 
on the ground that so and so was the 
"understanding" when money was 
borrowed? Of course it is absurd to 
suppose that our foreign creditors 
did not fully odvi.se themselves as to 
the legal meaning of an American 
dollar, wh«n they loaned us money. 
And, if it can be shown that n silver 
dollar to-day will buy as much as it 
would when the loan was made, and, 
if it wus legal, then to pay debts 
with silver dollars, why should we be 
so solicitous to pay the debts of for- 
eigr.ers in gold? 


Does it not appear as thongh our 


finances had been tampered with a 
little by "British gold?" 


Senator Jones has raised a ques- 


tion, 
which cannot be coughed 


down, now that so many parties have 
studied into it. 
It ought to be 


gravely considered by our own peo- 
ple of California, as it will surely be 
by the people East. 


When it comes up in the Senate 


again it will be the great question of 
the day. Senator Morrill of Ver- 
mont is announced as the special an- 
tagonist of Senator Jones, and will 
speak when he gets an opportunity.

And is studying continnoaly. 
He 


has had piles of debates on the 
double standard, translated from the 
European Reports of Conventions, 
and his office is an emporium of in- 
formation ou the subject.

Silver coin 
drafts on the Sab-Treasuries, except- 
ing the San Francisco office, are is- 
sued upon receipt at the Treasury of 
fractional currency in amounts ex- 
ceeding 8100. 
Many applications 


are made for drafts on San Francisco, 
but they have all been refused. This 
protects our people from a sudden 
outpouring of silver on tho market. 
The brokers are, however, sending 
it in small packages as fast as they 
can get it, to California, and it will 
not be long before the prediction of 
your correspondent, that silver cur- 
rency in California would fall to the 
value of greenbacks, will be fulfilled. 
Then there will be nothing to pre- 
vent the circulation of greenbacks 
among us, and the consequent ar- 
rangement of prices on the green- 
back basis.— Wasli.Corr. Alta.

WESTERS DISPATCHES. 


Mob Law. 


CARSON, June 6. 


A largo secret anti-Chinese meet- 


ing was held at Turner Hall last 
evening. 
No one was allowed to 


enter unless he signified his inten- 
tion to become a member of the anti- 
Chineso League. Determined reso- 
lutions were passed by the meeting 
to force the Chinamen out of the 
country. 
After appointing the time 


to assemble this morning, to proceed 
to the scene of the hostilities, the 
meeting adjourned. 


Early this morning the mob, num- 


bering about two hundred, armed 
with pistols, clubs and knives, were 
scattered along the line of the Vir- 
ginia and Truckee Railroad, between 
here and Lake View, but the China- 
men did not come out to work, and, 
after waiting until after 8 A. M., the 
mob marched back into town, came 
down King street in regular file, halt- 
ed at the corner of King and Carson 
streets, and gave three cheers. Then 
they proceeded up Carson street in 
irregular order. 
After a few min- 


utes they again concentrated theij 
forces and marched out to tho Car- 
son Lumber Company's flume, about 
one mile from town, and drove off 
the Chinamen who were at work 
there. 
The Sheriff deputized the 


citizens to assist in arresting the 
leaders when they returned to town. 
Large crowds were in the streets, 
awaiting the course the mob was 
pursuing, and waiting their return, 
but the mob must have got informa- 
tion of tne Sheriffs determination to 
arrest the leaders, for they switched 
off and marched in the direction of 
Empire, where it is understood they 
will increase their numbers and re- 
turn to Carson to drive out the wood- 
pilers.

Mr. Decker's 
loss ou the building is about 86,000, 
and on furniture about $1,000.

The first location

discovered by Dr. S. Bishop of Reno 
on the 8th day of last March. 
The 


main lodge lies about thirty miles 
Dortheiuit of Beno, sis miles west of 
Pyramid Lake, and in a conrae al- 
most due north from Virginia City. 
The formation is exactly similar to 
that in which the Comstock lies; the 
ore resembles the surface ores of the 
Comstock so closely that the fortu- 
nate locators of the new district in- 
sist that their country is but a con- 
tinuation of the great veie. There is 
an immense outcrop of ore, extend- 
ing for milos through the country, 
Of conrso as yet there has been noth- 
ing done except to scratch the sur- 
face a little and 
or four tunnels, 
made ill the district was that of the 
Monarch mine, located by Dr. Bis- 
hop, March 6, 
The original loca- 


tion w-a;? fifteen hundred feet, but 
nine hundred feet of this haa been 
segregated and incorporated. 
Dr. 


Bishop has erected a prospecting 
mill on the ground, consisting of two 
stamps, two pans and a settler, run 
by steam, and is demonstrating in a 
practical way how easily tho ore can 
be worked. It seems absolutely free 
from base metal. Nothing is needed 
bnt a little quicksilver in the pans, 
and the bullion runs almost 1000 
fine. Besides the "Monarch" there 
are many other locations, some of 
which are the "Ked Kover," the 
"Piute 
Chief," the "Gulch," the 


"Pride of the Lake," tho "Infant," 
the "JMouataia Boy" and the "Moun- 
tain Girl."
